King George VI ascended the Throne under conditions of great 
personal stress, and his chivalry and bearing was an inspiration to his 
people and established him immediately and firmly in their personal regard 
and won him admiration the world over. It will be remembered that he 


spoke of,thegbrother, whom he, succeeded with touching affection. 


When King George V. ascended the throne he was but little known 
to his people, yet when he died he was revered beyond any other ruler 
in the universe. And when his second son, by a strange turn of destiny, 
took over his kingdom with scant preparation for such an exacting office, 
it must have been with great anxiety. But he has a temperament and 
accomplishments which already have shown that his reign will be as illus- 
trious as his father’s before him, and, in his task before him he has a match- 


less blessing—a happy home with his wife and children... 


GOD SAVE THE KING! 
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KING GEORGE THE SIXTH 


Our present King was born December 14th, 1895, at York Cottage, Sandringham, 
and was christened Prince Albert Frederick Arthur George. He was the second son of 
the late King George V, then Duke of York. During his youth, along with his brothers, 
he participated in various sports, such as riding, football, golf, tennis, fishing and cricket 
at Sandringham, Marlborough House, Windsor and Buckingham Palace. 


Later he began the serious routine of his life at Osborne, and from there went on 
to the Royal Naval College at Dartmouth. On finishing at Dartmouth, he was appoint- 
ed, in 1918, to a cruiser employed as a cadet training ship, H.M.S. Cumberland. With 
his training completed on this ship, he was transferred, as a Midshipman, to H.M.S. 
Collingwood, which was the flagship of the First Battle Cruiser Squadron, and while 
serving this appointment he went to the Mediterranean. It is worthy of note that dur- 
ing this time, Prince Albert learned to be a shipmate, as well as qualifying as a naval 
officer. Later he was promoted Sub-Lieutenant and as a consequence, was on duty in 
the fore-turret during the Battle of Jutland, at which time Admiral Jellico commented 
on his splendid conduct. 


Early in 1918 Prince Albert became attached to the Air Force, and in the fall of 
that year he accompanied the Royal Air Force to France, where he remained for several 
months, and in the summer of the following year he received his credentials as an air 
pilot. 


At the termination of the World War, Prince Albert took a special course in history 
at Cambridge. He also studied economics and civics. Then in 1920, in the Birthday 
Honours List, he was created Duke of York, which, it is interesting to note, is a title 
which, since the accession of Edward IV in the 15th century, has been conferred on the 
King’s second son. It was at this time that he became so intensely interested in social 
welfare, and he became President of the Industrial Welfare Society. Deeply concerned 
in all phases of industry, he has found and made time to visit most of the industrial 
districts, and he has been instrumental in simplifying many industrial problems. 


In 1931 he founded the Duke of York’s Camps where every year many boys 
from industrial firms as well as boys from public schools are invited. 
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In the spring of 1923, the Duke of York married the Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon, 
daughter of the Earl and Countess of Strathmore. While Lady Elizabeth was of royal 
lineage, she was not of a royal family and consequently this union set a precedent in 
modern times. At this time, when the Duke of York received a gift of £2,500, he 
turned the entire sum over for the benefit of children in industrial centres. The Duchess 
of York, from the beginning shared our present King’s interest in the working people 
and has devoted endless time to the ill and unfortunate. 


A daughter, Princess Elizabeth of York, was born on April, 1926, and on August 
21st, 1930, Princess Margaret of York. 


Despite domestic responsibilities, public activities did not lessen for the Duke and 
Duchess of York. One year after their Royal Highnesses’ marriage, they visited Uganda 
and Kenya, returning through the Sudan and Egypt. Later, they visited Australia, sail- 
ing via Jamaica and the Panama Canal to New Zealand and the Fiji Islands, and from 
there to Australia, returning to England by way of Mauritius and the Suez Canal. They 
were deeply impressed with the enthusiasm with which they were received in every 
centre visited. 


King George VI, on his’ accession to the Throne, declared to his Privy 
Council :—_ 


“Now that the duties of Sovereignty have fallen to Me I declare to you 
My adherence to the strict principles of constitutional government and my re- 
solve to work before all else for the welfare of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations.” 


“With my Wife as helpmeet by My side, I take up the heavy task which 
lies before Me. In it I look for the support of all My peoples.”

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ST. EDWARD’S CROWN 


This crown was received by the King at the hands ot 
the Archbishop, and derives its name from that one supposed 
to have been worn by Edward the Confessor, which was at 
one time preserved in Westminster Abbey. However it is a 
fact that after the death of King Charles I, Parliament seized 
all the regalia and broke it up, and copies were made for the 
Coronation of King Charles II, and it is these copies that are 
being used at the present time. 
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Lord and Lady Tweedsmuir 


Their Excellencies Lord and Lady Tweedsmuir are shown above. As Governor- 
General of Canada, Lord Tweedsmuir, has won the admiration and respect of Canadian 
citizens from coast to coast. 


Lady Tweedsmuir has made a place for herself in the hearts of many Canadian 
women through her untiring efforts in social efforts. Her home at Rideau Hall has been 
the scene of many hours work in promoting her particular interest of supplying 
thousands upon thousands of books for the Western Provinces. 


CANADA'S COLOURFUL CAPITAL 


The Capital City of all Canada is Ottawa, and its Government Buildings on Par- 
liament Hill, overlooking the historic Ottawa River, rank with the finest in the world. 
Here, Commons and Senate convene to legislate for the Dominion’s nine provinces and 
two territories. In Ottawa, too, is Government House, residence of His Excellency the 
Governor-General, representative of His Majesty King George VI. 


Dominating the skyline of this beautiful city is the Peace Tower with its Memorial 
Chamber of Book of Remembrance in which the names of the 66,784 Canadians who 
died in the Great War are inscribed. 
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Dominion Parliament Buildings 


The present site of Ottawa was discovered in 1613 by Samuel de Champlain, 
famous explorer and voyageur. He describes it in his “Voyages”, mentioning the Rideau 
Falls and the Chaudiére Falls. For more than 200 years after Champlain’s first visit there 
was no permanent settlement, but the Chaudiére portage, as it was called, became the 
main thoroughfare from Montreal to the great western fur country. In 1800, Philemon 
Wright, of Massachusetts, built the first home at the foot of the portage, on the Quebec 
side of the river where the City of Hull now stands. In 1820, Nicholas Sparks moved 
across from Hull and cleared a farm in what is now the heart of Ottawa. In 1826, Colonel 
John By, R.E., was sent to build a canal from a point below the Chaudiére Falls to Kings- 
ton. As a result of this construction, a fair-sized settlement sprang up at the Ottawa end 
of the canal. This settlement was called Bytown and its size and wealth rapidly in- 
creased due mainly to the development of the lumber trade. In 1854, Bytown was incor- 
porated as a city, and its name changed to Ottawa, descriptive of its site on the Ottawa 
River. In 1858 it was selected by Queen Victoria to be the Capital of Canada.

To commemorate the spirit of Heroism and Self-Sacrifice of the 619,636 Canadians who answered the 
call of King and Country in the Great War of 1914-18, this National Memorial has been erected in Ottawa. 


It will be unveiled by His Majesty King George VI, on the occasion of the Royal Visit to Canada in 


May and June, 1939. 
Vernon March, who conceived the memorial, called it, “The Great Response”. It is not a cenotaph, nor 2 


monument to the dead, but a symbolical picture carved in bronze and granite. It portrays Canada respondin 
to the call and the cause for which many Canadians gave their lives. 
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GENTLEMEN— “THE KING” 


History in the making—ex-service men and women rising from those pages to an 
honour and glory as happy as it is unexpected. Until a few short months ago, few ever 
thought to receive across our threshold the King for whom we fought. He is received 
with love and loyalty. He is received as our Monarch—he is received as one who 
twenty odd years ago, joined us in serving and in rendering allegiance to the King— 


his beloved father of revered memory. 


The men and women who served Canada—who stood between our people and 
danger, cannot help but feel that they have a particular claim to a place in front in the 
welcome that is being extended to Their Majesties, the King and Queen. It is fitting 
that from the time the gang-plank is lowered at Quebec, to the time the Royal party 
leave our shores, ex-service men and women and school children will play an important 
role at every stop.

Can- 
adian loyalty is not an idle gesture—it is not idle chatter or flag waving—but deep- 
rooted love of country—pride in home—self respect and allegiance to the Crown.

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The State Crown 


This Crown was assumed by the King following 
the Coronation ceremony and is worn by him on leav- 
ing the Abbey. This Crown is also at State ceremonies, 
such as the Opening of Parliament. 


Queen Elizabeth’s Crown 


This Crown, formerly Queen Mary’s Crown, was 
placed upon Queen Elizabeth’s head immediately fol- 
lowing the homage to the King. The Archbishop took 
the crown from the Altar, placed it upon Her Majesty’s 
head, and the Queen was then conducted to her Throne 
on the left hand of the King. 


The Crown which the King receives at the hands of the Archbishop is known 
as St. Edward’s Crown, and derives its name from that supposed to have been worn 
by Edward the Confessor, formerly preserved in the Abbey of Westminster. But, in 
fact, all the regalia were seized by the Parliament at the death of King Charles I, and 
broken up, and those now used are copies made anew for the Coronation of King 
Charles II. 


Besides St. Edward’s Crown, there is a State Crown, which is assumed by the 
King after the Coronation ceremony and is worn by him on leaving the Abbey. This is 
the Crown which is also used at the Opening of Parliament and at similar State cere- 
monies. The Imperial Crown represented officially on documents, coins, stamps, regimen- 
tal colours, or wherever else the Crown is used as an emblem, does not in fact correspond 
to either of these Crowns, or to any actual Crown, but is a conventional representation of 
the symbol of sovereignty, the form of which was standardised by King Edward VII, but 
was previously subject to variations of treatment to suit the design into which it was to 
be incorporated.

OTTAWA 


Their Majesties’ original schedule and time-table for Ottawa has been’ completely 
changed owing to Their late arrival, due to unforseen weather conditions. 


Their liner encountered both fog and ice, necessitating curtailment of the original 
plans as set forth for Ottawa. 


Their Majesties will reach Ottawa at 11.00 am. D.S.T., Friday. On their arrival 
Their Majesties will leave the train at a temporary station erected on Island Park Drive in 
the west end. 


They will be greeted there by the Governor-General and other dignitaries and drive 
in an open carriage, if weather permits, through federal district system of parkways, 
around the south end and past the War Memorial to Government House in the extreme 
east end, giving an opportunity to all who may be in Ottawa to witness the procession 
at close range. 


At THREE o’clock Friday afternoon, the King and Queen will proceed to Parlia- 
ment Buildings and, in the Senate Chamber His Majesty will give assent to whatever 
bills are ready for the Royal approval. 


At 10.30 Saturday morning, Their Majesties will witness the trooping of the colour 
on Parliament Hill, and at 11.85 Queen Elizabeth will lay the corner-stone of the new 
Supreme Court of Canada building. 


At 1.30 Saturday, Their Majesties will lunch privately with Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King at Laurier House. At 4.00 p.m. they will attend the Governor-General’s 
Garden Party at Rideau Hall. 


At 8.00 p.m. Saturday, Their Majesties will attend the Parliamentary Dinner. 


Their Majesties will probably attend church service Sunday morning, before the 
Dedication Service at the National War Memorial which will be unveiled by His Majesty. 


Their Majesties take their departure from Ottawa at 2.30 p.m. Sunday afternoon. 
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CORNWALL AND BROCKVILLE 


While originally scheduled stops at CORNWALL and BROCKVILLE, removed 
from the itinerary before there was any postponement of arrival, have not been restored, 
provision however has been made for the Royal Train to SLOW DOWN AT THOSE STA- 
TIONS so that residents may see and be seen by Their Majesties, who will be on the rear 
platform.

Only a brief stop to permit a drive through Kingston will be made Sunday 


evening.

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ROYAL VISITS OF THE PAST 


Five British Kings have previously visited Canada or what is now Canadian soil. 
In all cases their visits were made before accession to the throne. 


King William IV. made a brief call at Halifax in 1787, as Prince William Henry. 
He was Captain of a frigate at the time, and made the voyage from the West Indies 
to Halifax and thence to England without permission of the naval authorities. 


King Edward VII. when eighteen years old, visited Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Prince Edward Island, and Canada. This visit in 1860 was the first to be made by a 
member of the Royal Family with the purpose of strengthening the imperial tie be 
tween colonies and the Motherland. During his tour, the Prince of Wales laid the corner- 
stone of the Parliament House at Ottawa. 


King George V. touched the shores of Canada six times—four in the course of his 
sailor experience, and twice upon formal missions. As Duke of Cornwall and York, 
accompanied by the Duchess, he landed at Quebec on September 16, 1901, and toured 
the Dominion from coast to coast. In July, 1908, he returned to spend a week during 
the Quebec Tercentenary. 


King Edward VIII., as Prince of Wales, made four visits to Canada. During the 
first of these in 1919, he travelled across the country, becoming acquainted with Canadian 
people and their problems. In Ottawa, he laid the corner-stone of the present Parlia- 
ment Buildings, the former edifice having been destroyed by fire in 1916. The Prince, 
travelling as Lord Renfrew, made an unofficial visit to Canada in 1923, when he spent 
a month at his Alberta ranch. His third visit was also made as a “private person’ 
in 1924. In July, 1927, he came to Canada to take part in the ceremonies of the Do- 
minion’s Diamond Jubilee. During the celebration, he dedicated the altar in the Me- 
morial Chamber of the Peace Tower at Ottawa. 


King George VI., as Prince Albert, made an informal and incognito visit to Can- 
ada in 1913, during his training voyage on the “Cumberland.” He accompanied his 
fellow cadets on a sight-seeing trip in May and June to Quebec, Montreal, Toronto, 
Niagara Falls, Charlottetown, and Halifax. 
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Details for Mammoth Gathering of School Children

Every child will carry a Union Jack and the British banner will fly 
from flagpoles placed at strategic points through the park.

At the Exhibition Grounds the party will drive at approximately 
six miles per hour. 

At approximately 2.37 p.m. the King and Queen will leave Danforth 
Avenue with a cavalry escort from the Governor-General’s Horse Guards, 
and enter Riverdale Park from the west and pass along the Guard of 
Honour, composed of Cadet Corps, members of the Boys’ Brigades and 


other uniformed guards.

HARRY “RED” FOSTER 
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THE EX-SERVICE MAN 


Last summer the ex-service men, one hundred thousand strong, took over Toronto 
and, no less, Toronto took them to her heart. There was gaiety that only a comradeship 
born in the grim humour and strain of battle could know. There was respect and order 
and reverence at Cenotaph, Reviewing Stand and Drum Head. The Canadian Corps once 
more was On Parade. A careless spectator, watching them march past, might think that 
once more they were under discipline. Such a thought would be less than fair. Their 
record in the war is blazoned on ten thousand monuments. Their record in the peaceful 
years is hidden in their hearts. The discipline that served them in the Salient has been 
with them ever since. As they stood the drum-fire of those bitter days, they have 
stood the scarce less bitter impact of these later years. In wartime their loyalty was 
not flamboyant, boastful, and in peace they have been no less quiet in their steadfast 
loyalty. But they have served no less in in peace than in war. Canada owes them much 
and the ex-service man asks neither acknowledgement nor payment, unless the payment 
take the form of support for those things that to the Veteran heart are dear—The 
King, the Empire, and This Canada they fought for. 


They are a sentimental bunch—these ex-service men. Tell them at your peril but 
they are. They’d have you believe they’re harboiled cynics every one. Who ever heard 
them talk of patriotism but it wasn’t army pay that made them take the Ridge at Vimy, 
or that carried them through the mud at Passchendaele. Grousers every one but more 
than grousing spurred them at the Somme, at Amiens. They were sentimental young- 
sters in the War and (this scribe is nameless) they are sentimental now. Would they 
else have offered a division in September last? Let Canada thank God they are and that 
the sentiments of pride and loyalty and faith, at which they’d scoff but which are firmly 
planted in their hearts, will ever be the inspiration of our people as it was in wartime. 


They are sentimental, yes, but they are also realists. They know that common 
decency combined with common effort makes enduring those things that are fundamental 
to their race. They know, those others made blood brothers on the fields of France, that 
the fierce straightness of Du Guesclin, the white plume of Navarre and the dogged faith- 
fulness of Ney are of their heritage to to keep unsullied. Realists all, they know a com- 
mon effort for the common good will hold high the torch they grasped from falling 
hands. Long may they hold it high in honour. 


A toast, all standing and no heel taps, to the Ex-Service Man! 


“We here assembled, declare our belief in Almighty God and re-affirm our allegiance 
and loyalty to King and Country”. 


BUCKINGHAM PALACE 


Buckingham Palace is the London home of the King and Queen. It 
owes its name to the Duke of Buckinghamshire who rebuilt a house on the 
site in 1703. Purchased by George III. it became the royal residence on 
the accession of Queen Victoria. King Edward VII. was born there in 1841. 


In front of the Palace is a large court where the changing of the guard 
takes place each morning when Their Majesties are in residence. A military 
band plays during the colourful ceremony to the delight of the Christopher 
Robins and other onlookers. On May 9, 1937, Canadian soldiers from the 
Coronation Contingent acted as the guard for six hours. This was the first 
time that soldiers from the Dominions had served as sentries outside the 
Palace. 


Behind the building are forty acres of parkland to which a little lake 
adds its charm. Last year the King had a swimming pool specially con- 
structed in the grounds for the use of Princess Elizabeth and Princess 
Margaret.

The Royal Train will arrive at Toronto at 10.30 am. (D.S.T.) (9.80 am. E.S.T.) 
on Monday, May 22nd. 


The King and Queen will leave the Train at the North Yonge Street Station, 
where they will be met by the Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario, the Premier of Ontario, 
and the Mayor of Toronto, and their wives. 


As Their Majesties leave the Train, a Salute of 21 guns will be fired. 


A Guard of Honour will be posted at the North Yonge Street Station and will re- 
ceive His Majesty the King with a Royal Salute. 


His Majesty will inspect the Guard of Honour. 


Their Majesties, the Lieutenant-Governor and Mrs. Matthews, the Prime Minister 
of Canada, the Premier of Ontario and Mrs. Hepburn, the Mayor and Mrs. Day, and the 
Ladies and Gentlemen-in-Waiting will then be conducted to their motor cars and will 
proceed to the City Hall. There will be a Mounted Escort. To avoid confusion, at 
the City Hall and at the Legislative Building, and in order to await the arrival of Their 
Majesties, His Worship the Mayor and Mrs. Day intend to proceed, in their own car, to 
the City Hall, and the Premier and Mrs. Hepburn, in their own car, to the Legislative 
Building, but their names are included in the order of procession, in the cars which it 
is expected they will occupy on the tour later in the day.

2.20 P.M.—Their Majesties leave Hart House by southeast terrace door and drive 
to Winchester Drive with a motorcycle escort. Route: East on College Road to east 
side of Queen’s Park Crescent; north on east side of Queen’s Park Crescent to Bloor; 
east on Bloor to Winchester Drive. 

2.30 P.M.—Arrive Winchester Drive; met by escort of Governor-General’s Horse 
Guards. Drive down to Riverdale Park and through lines of children in the park and 
back again to Danforth Avenue. 

3.00 P.M.—Leave Winchester Drive, proceed to Woodbine, with motorcycle escort. 
Route—East on Danforth to Woodbine, south to east entrance gates on Woodbine Avenue.

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THE NATIONAL VOCATIONAL CORPS PLAN 


To relieve the present intolerable conditions in Canada, something must be DONE. 
Advisory committees, investigations and endless debate will not suffice. Constructive 
action is imperative. The one constructive proposal of permanent value that has been 
made is the National Vocational Corps Plan. Programs of public works, no matter in 
what spirit they are conceived, are only a temporary expedient, solving nothing but re- 
sulting in an ever-increasing and further depressing burden of debt, 


What then is the National Vocational Corps Plan? Primarily it is a means of 
building manhood which in the final analysis is the prime factor in assessing progress. 
It is not and must never be a relief measure. Every boy who passes through its ranks 
will do so voluntarily and will be conscious, not only that he has paid his way but that 
he has added to the prosperity of the country and deserves well of it. While improving 
his physical, mental and economic condition, he will not fail to see that he has done his 
duty to the country he loves. In voluntarily subscribing to the routine of camp life, he 
will learn the value of self-discipline, which is the only discipline worthy of a free peo- 
ple. If the plan accomplished nothing else, it would be justified, from any point of view, 
by that alone. 


That, however, is only one among many benefits. We have great areas in Canada 
rich in potential wealth. The development of these is an attractive and sure road to a 
return to prosperous conditions. This development must not be a haphazard undertak- 
ing if it is to be accomplished at a minimum of cost. The National Vocational Corps Plan 
will train large numbers of men for the orderly and systematic development of the public 
domain for the public good. They will open and make smooth for others the road to 
gainful employment and a happy existence. 


The National Vocational Corps Plan will benefit the older rural sections of the 
country. The influence of the training will tend, for those who select this option, to re- 
turn to the land under proper conditions large sections of our population. A general 
improvement of methods of animal husbandry and agriculture will follow. As a dtrect 
result of the working of the plan, soil erosion, flooding, depletion of water supply will 
cease and emulation will carry the effects far beyond the limits of its centres. 


Canada derives a great income from the tourist trade. This will be greatly in- 
creased by the activities of the centres in restocking lakes and streams, in trail-cutting 
and in the building of secondary roads. Our areas for game and fish will be further ex- 
tended, made more attractive and depletion will be checked while ever-increasing sport 
will be provided. 


The management and employees of this Company re-affirm their loyalty to Their 
Majesties, King George VI and Queen Elizabeth, and send greetings to them 
on this notable occasion.

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Our thickly inhabited areas were once clothed with timber of the finest types, here 
it has disappeared and, in more remote sections, is disappearing. Reforestation under 
the National Vocational Corps Plan will restore the timber in those places designed by 
nature for forest growth alone. Pine and hardwoods, where now eroded farmlands scar 
the countryside, will form a permanent reservoir of wealth. 

The past ten years has permitted no large scale training of craftsmen in this 
country. The National Vocational Corps Plan will undertake this work which under 
happier circumstances would have been done by private industry. Aeroplane mechanics, 
later to be absorbed by a growing industry, will receive training while lightening the 
burden of the R.C.A.F. for maintenance and repairs. Mechanics and craftsmen of many 
trades, will receive a sound grounding while performing useful work and they will con- 
stitute a welcome and efficient supply which even a slight revival of general business will 
require. 

All these and kindred activities will mean increasing wealth to the country and 
sturdy self-respect to the men of the centres. In addition, they will form an efficient and 
properly co-ordinated defense force. Since Canada admittedly needs defense, it must be 
efficient and it must be within the limit the country can afford. These conditions the 
National Vocational Corps Plan is admirably fitted to fulfil. Service entered into 
voluntarily is the only defense that Canadians will support but it is unworthy of the 
country to place sole reliance on the devoted officers and other ranks of the Non-Perman- 
ent Militia, nor can their present organization be expected to afford a force ready for 
an emergency. Coercion will not do but the sympathetic support and encouragement 
afforded by the National Vocational Corps Plan will build a defense force of volunteers 
at small expense that would be of real effect. 

Cost: The politician may babble of cost, forgetting the human element, but even 
he may be satisfied. The record of the past eight years shows an average expenditure 
for relief of one hundred million dollars per year with nothing constructive to show 
for it. Even if this expenditure were thought necessary in the future some of it could 
be properly applied to the National Vocational Corps Plan. This plan is not an emergency 
relief measure. It is designed to have a permanent place in our economy for character 
building and as a self-liquidating agency for national development. A short view, there- 
fore, does not give the picture, but even a short view will show that increased income 
almost immediately from tourist traffic may be made to offset a great part of the cost. 
A slightly longer view would show returns in the beneficial effects on agriculture and 
later in increase in forest revenues. Finally, it will not only be self-sustaining but will be 
paying dividends to the relief of taxation and the general happiness and prosperity of 
the country. 

Half-measures are leading us to ruin. The National Vocational Corps Plan will go 
far to save the country.

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ARMISTICE DAY | 
The Battle for Peace

S1r,—Times of crisis make many turn to God, only to forget Him again when the 
immediate danger is past. This Armistice Day should teach us, as individuals and as a 
nation, what twenty years ago we failed to learn. Only so can we escape the final lesson 
of irretrievable catastrophe. 


The great issue that divides the world underlies the more obvious conflicts of party, 
class, nation, or ideology. In the words of a leading article in The Times of April 14, 
“Good and evil spirits are working through mankind in every country, and to this 
spiritual conflict all political and social disputes are subsidiary.’’ When the evil spirits 
conquer, then the collapse of private and public-morals sets in; the spirit of discipline 
and sacrifice dies; culture grows sterile; science is misused; patriotism is forgotten. 
The battle for peace must be fought in the heart of the individual, and thus through- 
out the community, if it is to be won in the world. 


Victory in this battle is the one thing needful for the world in which we live. It 
implies first of all a change of heart. Experience has proved that such a change can 
take place, and that it comes to those who turn from judging others and their systems 
to a sense of their own faults and a determination to live under the guidance 


of God. 
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The strength of a nation is shown in the courage to admit her own faults. The 
glory of a nation is to have a creative message for the world. For this we need not 
only inspired statesmanship but daily inspiration in every business, every workshop, 
every home. We must teach ourselves to apply practically to conduct the Christian 
standards of honesty, purity, and love, and to make fulfilment of the will of God the touch- 
stone of public and private life. In this task all are privileged to give the service of 
their lives. 


Moral rearmament must be the foundation of national life, as it must be of any 
world settlement. The miracle of God’s Living Spirit can break the power of pride and 
selfishness, of lust and fear and hatred; for spiritual power is the greatest force in the 
world. 


There are among all peoples to-day hidden resources of heart and mind and spirit 
waiting to be called out by common obedience to a Supreme Plan. Only in the fulfilment 
of this Supreme Plan can the true interests of all classes, races, and States be secured. 


Throughout her long history this country never failed, and has not failed now, 
to meet recurrent crises with the courage which each demanded. But the spiritual 
crisis remains, and calls for action. Nation and Empire must stand or fall by our re- 
sponse to that call. The choice is moral rearmament or national decay. That choice 
will decide whether ours is ultimately to go the way of other dead kingdoms and empires, 
or whether our Commonwealth, led by God, may become a leader of the world towards 
sanity and peace.
